Know Your Municipality 


As a guide to students who afe 
preparing a project on “Your 
Municipality,” the Shire Sec- 
retary, Mr James W. Waters, 
has prepared .the following in- 
formation concerning the Shire: 


GENERAL 

The Shire of Altona was 
created by order of Governor- 
in Council on 26th February, 
1957 and was proclaimed on the 
29th May, 1957. The nine foun- 
dation councillors were sworn in 
at a ceremony conducted by 
Hon Sir T. K. Maltby, MLA, 
Minister of Public Works. The 
ceremony was conducted*in the 
park adjacent to the Shire Of- 
fice and was witnessed by many 
citizens and school children. Al- 
tona Shire was created by sev~ 
erance of the Altona Riding 
from the Shire of Werribee. 
The area of the shire is ap~ 
proximately 14: square miles. 


The whole o¢ the Shire lies 
within a radius of 7-10 miles 
from the GPO and is bounded 





on the south by the shores of 
Port Phillip Bay, on the east by 
the City of Williamstown, on the 
north east by the City of Foots- 
cray, on the north by the City 
og Sunshine and the north west 
by the Shire of Werribee. 


NATURE OF COUNTRY 

The nature og the country is 
generally described as open 
plains undulating to the west. 
Most of the area north of the 
Geelong line is described by the 
Lands Department as “Newer 
voleanic with basaltic clays.” 
The Altona, area is mostly 
‘Plustocene, raised beaches and 
estuary beds and blown sand.” 
The swamp areas between 
the rail line and, Altona-Sea- 
holme residential areas is “Re- 
cent alluvian, fluviatile and 
swamp deposits on older roads.” 


POPULATION 
Population at 30/6/61 was 
16,144. About 10,000 people live 
in the Altona area and the bal- 
ance in Altona north and east.
